mendation to thoſe Pꝛinceg and Ponarks, by 
whoꝛn he minded to travel. The Admiral ac⸗ 


tompliſhed his requeſt in all reſpecs, whereof . 


he was glad, and incontinently furniſhed him⸗ 
ſelf and all that ſhould accompany him with all 
things necelfary 4c expedient at his own char? 
ges;t lo made his ſtt ſt jdurney thiongh the land 
of Perfia'; from thence he paſſed thꝛough the do? 
minions of the great Cham of Cathay; and lo 
though the delar t, came to the Court ot Preſter 
John, who had undet him, both ol the Jules and 
firm Land lxxii Rings, every one of the which 
| Countries is full of People, fair Cities, and 
ſtrong holds: There Fortunatus gave unto Pre. 
ſter John many goodiy Jewels and pzeſents , 
luch as were rare and ſtrange in thole Coun⸗ 
tries. He gave alſo many gifts unto the Gen⸗ 
tlemen of the pꝛidy Chamber, and luch as were 
in authozitp; requeſting them to aſſiſt and 
further. him, that he might take up certain 
Pen, and have the Kings Letters to addzels 
him to Calicuate , -whercas the beſt Pepper 
rs wet like unto Glabes, and the men of the

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natus therefoze: not able fo parching heat to 
travel any farther that way, and now remem⸗ 
bzing his beloved wife and his two ſons, long⸗

and there bought a Thamel, whereon he rode 
though the delart ol Jeruſalem , to ſee the ho⸗ 
iy Bonnments ok our Saviours Paſſions. 
The time whereas he appointed to be again 


at Alexandria was nigh at hand, within two 


months: wheretoze he took ſhipping to abzidge 
His Journep, and made halt away, until he 
was arrived again at Alexandria; where he 
went pelently unto the Seuldan, thanking 
him and the Lozd Admiral highly fox their 
Letters; by whom he was entectained verp 
honourably, when they under ſtood that he had 
ſo manly behavedhiniſelf,and had leen lo many 
ſtrange Countries.

until they came altogether ſafe and ſound 
unto Famagoſta in Cyprus, where the King 
had appointed ts receſve her by a Duke, a 
Dutcheſs, four Earls, and many Noble La- 
dies.

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But Andolocia was crowned with the Gar-

Theodorus of England, who came over with 
the Queen, Whereok Andolocia made ſmall ac⸗ 
tount; howbeit that all men ſaid openly that 
Andolocia had better deſerved it.

Keeper would not in any tale help hum. Then 


took he his girdle that was about his middle,

loſt his vertue. Then the Earl Theodorus ſaid 
angerly: Thou falſe and deceitful man, chinkeſt 
thou ſo fondly to deteibe me - by delibering 
unto me this lmple Purſe that is not wozth a 
groat, inſtead of that pꝛetious Purſe whereof 
we had lo much money - fetch me therefoze 
that which now ought to habe. Be anſwered: 
It is in good faith the ſame Purſe that J tok 
from Andolocia, neither have J any ot her: but 
how it comes to paſs that it vieldeth not as it 
bid befoze, J know not. Theodorus would not 
be paciflied with this Anſwer , but was far 
moe angr x, and ſaid he would be rebenged on 
him whatever befel, and therewith dzawing 
bis Napier, ſtrook at him. The Earl of Limoſe 
having no other defence, ran within him, and 
ſtaid his hands as ſoon as he might, whereby 
they made luch a noile, that their men being in 
the next Chamber, bzake up the Doozs, and 
parted them. Powbeit the Carl of Limoſe wag 
deadly wounded, theretoze his men laid hold 
on Theodorus. When tidings came to the 
 King,, that the Earls which were great 
friends, had fought in a Chamber,and one al- 
moſt lain the other, he commanded both to be 


| bzought befoze him, to enquire the cauſe of 


their debate; but Theodorus only was exam i- 
ned, the other being ls wounded;that he could 
not come.

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Ho the two Edere by ſtriving for the Porſe © | 
were detected of the Murther , and put to 
death, Chap. 48. | 
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Wen the King by firica Examination 
and grievous Racking, had vſolentiy 
foʒc'd Theodorus to tonteſs how they had dealt 
with Andolocia, he was exceedingly grieved, E 
being mov' d with wathful diſpleaſure againſt 
the murtherers, without longer deliberation, 
he gave judgement, that they ſhould be execut⸗ 
ed with bzuiſing their bones upon wheels, and. 
that if the Earl of Limoſe were ftck, he ſhould 
be carried to the place of executſon, and ik he 
vVvere dead, that his carkals notwithſtanding 
„ Ffould be let on the wheel, which was execu⸗ 
| ded 
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ted on the two Carls, ag thc Bing had comes 

| manded. Then kent the King allo certain 
| Dcets to the Caſtle ot Limoſe,” ts ſeize tport- | 
all the goods and lands of che Tarl;and willed 
allo that as many men and women as wete 

in the caſtle, conſenting to the murther, oꝛ that 
had contraled the tame, Gould be al hanged 4 
| gut upon the Caſtie walls without any mercy. 
And whereas they had knowledge bow the bs- 
| wool Andolocia was caſt into a ditch by the 
Caſtie, thep cauſed it to be takenup, and car- 
ried it to Famagoſta, where it was honourablp 
buried in the Chantry Church, which his Fas 
ther had founded; foz whom the King and the | 
Queen, and the Pzince, and Pzincefs mourn- = 
ed, ag if he had been of their near Linage. 
And fozaſmuch as neither Ampedo na Ande- 
| locig had an Heir left behind them, the King 
took the Coſtly Palace into his Poſſeſſion , 
| Hhercin he found fo much gods and read 
toin, furh ſumptuous houtholb-Nuff, and ſo pꝛe⸗ 
Tious and coſtly Jewels, that it might rather 
ferm the Palace of ſome mighty @mperour ; 
Than of a ubjen. In the ſame,Palace the 
[ young Ring and Queen held their Court, un⸗ 
til his Father departed out of this life ; and 
| then began theytoreign and govern the Whole 
[| Realm of Cyprus. 
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
